RECEIVER MORRIS BRINGS 


SUIT FOR AN ACCOUNTING 


Thomas P rather Sued for Alleged Profits 


in On/fed States Circuit Coutt. 


A bill in equity has been filed with the 


clerk of the United States Circuit Court 
bv H. N. Morris, the receiver of the 
Vision National Bank of Oakland, against 
Thomas Pratb°r for an accounting1 and 
discovery by the court of certain loans 
made by the Union National Bank during 
the time he was its president and the 
us»s to which these loans were put In 
the purchase of realty and the profits 
subsequently 
accruing 
rrom its sale, 


irh transactions are allegea to have 


been Illegal. 


After recounting the hislorv of the sus- 


pension of the DOTilc and the manner of 
liis 
appointment 
as 
receiver by the 


Comptroller of tbe Currency, 
through 


which he came into po^se^slon of the 
books ot the bank, Receiver Morris re- 
cites that between the dates January 6, 
3900 and January 4, 1907, Thomas Prather 
wns the president of the bank, and that 
"Illegallj he withdrew from paid barnk, 
in making loans to himself and to other 
persons end used in diver? \emures with 
Vvhhh he and others were personally in- 
terested large snms of mones" out of the 
use of T\ hich he 
* * * derived verj 


large profits and returns, none of which 
profits and returns he ever accounted for 
to the said bank, save th^t In some in- 
stances he paid to sa-id bank what pur- 
ported to be interest on the said money," 
but w hich the receiver charges wa.s an 
imr iasonablo low rate or Interest, less 
than 
Lhe general rate on money thus 


useo, \vhen loaned on acequate security, 
anrl "was but a email pare of the profits 
actually derived." 


The first transaction noted in the re- 


celvr's bill is a loan of $38,000 made to 
George Roeth on October 30, 1905, to com- 
plete the purchase for $40,000 of a lot 
and the building- thereon at the Inter- 
section of Telegraph avenue and Broad- 
way, Roeth giving his note to the bank 
for $38.000 


Dovetailing into the final settlement of 


this transaction was the subsequent bor- 
rowing by Roeth on his promissory note 
of $81,721.25 to enable him to purchase 
the property known as th^ Fireman's 
Fund building at the corner of Ninth and 
SYas-hington streets for $S,",000, Prather as 
president In both transactions loaning the 
bank's money. 
On the S81.721.25 note, 


Prather is alleged to have illegally ne- 
glected to enter it on the bank's books, 
but instead thereof gave Roeth a certi- 
ficate of deposit for the amount on the 
strength of which the money was paid 
In the bank to Roeth on September 1, 
1906, which was used in the purchase of 
th^ Fireman's Fund building 


On October 18, 1906, Ropth is repre- 


ss nted to have sold +he latter property 
for ?125,000 rash, with ^\hich he paid off 
the 
t-v\o notes of $81,72125 and $33,000.

September 20, 1906, m violation of his 
trust, issue a certificate of deposit for 
$31,000 to T. H. Cloy, for which the bank 
received no consideration and for which 
the books show no evidence of security 
haying been given, and that with the 
money so obtained Clay bought the prop- 
erty at the northeast corner of Thirteenth 
and Grove streets from Louise W. D. 
Kellogg.

On October 30, 190S, Clay, acting for 


and In behalf of Prather, It is alleged, 
then borrowed $20,000 from the Oaklarnd 
Bank of Savings, giving his promissory 
note, indorsed by Prather as security, 
and conveyed to \V. W. Garthwaite as 
the agent of the savings bank, the prop- 
erty bought with the $34,000, and with 
this sum anrl an additional loan of $14,- 
000 procured 
from the Union National 


Bank 
by 
discounting 
his 
promis- 


sory note for the sum of $15,000. Clay 
paid the Union National bank the $34- 
000 obtained on the certificate of deposit, 
On December 17, 1906, Pfather \i alleged' 
to have sold the ' property thus bought 
to W, H. Hoyt and Adolph Zois for a 
.sum that after the payment of the S20,- 
000 to the Oakland Bank of Savings and 
thn discounted $15,000 note given to the 
Union National Bank, left a profit of 
at least $15,000. 


On October 20, 1904, the Union National 


Bank, in order to protect itself against 
loss, was obliged to purchase certain 
realty on the tidal cana], but the title 
vas taken in the name of H. N. McKln-

EDITOR TRIBUNE: 
Noting the va- 
rious articles which have appeared of late 
In the columns of THE TRIBUNE pro- 
testing against granting to the Southern 
Pacific Company a franchise for exten- 
sion of their suburban line, via Franklin 
street, from Fourteenth 
and 
Franklin 
streets to Telegraph 
avenue, 
between 


Twentieth and Twenty-first streets, as 
one of the property-owners Interested In 
the development of the territory to be 
served by such extension, I deem it only 
fair that proper answer 
be 
made to 


erroneous statements given out by the 
Protestants. 


The opposition to the project seems to 
center In a few individuals owning prop- 
erty fronting 
on Franklin 
street who 


claim that the value of mich property 
will be decreased should, the extension 
be made. This Is a mere surmise on their 
part; but as throwing lighten this matter 
we find that property on Twenty-second 
street since the Key Route established 
Its service along such thoroughfare, has 
doubled In value and is now being held 
at 
twice the price per front 
foot of 


property similarly 
located 
on 
either 


Twenty-flrst or Twenty-third streets. 


•It Is claimed that Franklin street Is 


too narrow. This street Is eighty feet In 
width. The customary width of sidewalk 
is one-fifth of the width of a street. This 
would make the proper sidewalk sixteen 
feet, but many of the business streets in 
San Francisco have walks of but fourteen 
feet, and these streets are leading retail 
thoroughfares. 
With fourteen foot side- 


walks. Franklin street would be fifty-two 
feet between curbs, and the extreme dis- 
tance between the outer rails of a double 
track would be but eighteen feet. leaving 
full thirty-four feet 
of 
roadway 
or 


seventeen feet on each side between the 
outer track rail and the curb. With but 
seventeen feet between the outer rail and 
the curb on Webster street this thorough- 
fare Is still the main driveway for heavy 
learning between Oakland and Alameda. 
Between Seventh and Fourteenth streets 
business houses 
fronting 
on Webster 


street, a much narrower thoroughfare, 
lave no difficulty in obtaining adequate 
learning facilities. 
Claim is Disproved 


It Is claimed that the operation of such 


trains on Franklin street will destroy its 
,-alue ns a business thoroughfare. 
How 


s It then that Seventh street, with a 
louble track line, on which trains are 
landlcd by steam on twenty minute ser- 
I'ice, has today more business houses than 
any other cross-town street in Oakland, 
md what would become of Seventh street 
f the company should remove Its line to 
some other street? 


It Is claimc'd that the passage of the 
rains along Franklin street will block 
he thoroughfare, rendering It awkward 
md dangerous for people to cross or for 
'he ordinary- business of a busy retail 
treet to be" transacted thereon. By actual 
experiment It Is found that ut any given 
point outside of those used as 'station 
tops, trains do not occupy the tracks on 
Webster street over two and one half 
minutes In an hour. With double the ser- 
•ice on Franklin street It can be c*u- 
fldently predicted that-the tracks would 
not be occupied more than four or five 
minutes In any hour, leaving fifty-five or 
fifty-six minutes of such hour for the 
Convenience of the public, during which 
Ime the street will be absolutely free 
rom cars. 
Contrast these conditions with those of 


Broadway today, of which almost the re- 
-erse is true. In which :i continuous line 
f street cars renders It frequently 1m - 
iractlcable and at all times dangerous to

Is any complaint made con- 
ernlng such occupancy? 
If so, I have

Would Be no Dead Line 


It is further claimed that such extension

constitute a dead line, beyond which busi 
ness would never pass, limiting the ar< 
of expansion for business purposes In t> 
city of Oakland.- How Is it then that tl 
line on Webfiter street has not form 
such a dead line? There are more bu.

tainer! suburban towns and well-built- 
up residential district, but, more Im- 
portant than this, was a long "shoe 
string strip," half a mile wide, ex- 
tending from Los Angeles to the" limits 
of the port towns. The territory in 
this narrow stretch of land was of 
little value, excepting that it advanced 
Los Angeles nearer the goal the lead- 
ers in the consolidation movement had 
in view—the control of tho harbor 
and the making of Los Angeles a sea- 
port city. 
Stirred up Opposition 


When the "shoe string strip" was 


thrown out to the edge of the harbor 
cities, there was a flutter there among 
the opopnents of union 
with 
Los 


Angeles and expressions of opinion at 
that time made it seem that consolida- 
tion could never be brought about. 


In the same year, 1907, a number of 


the suburban districts, on the south- 
western edge of Los 
Angeles, 
en- 


deavored to secure admission to the 
city 
As the territory proposed for 


annexation included tracts which had 
not been improved, there was opposi- 
tion in Los Angeles and the subur- 
banites made the surprising discovery 
that Los Angeles, which was willing to 
acquire the "shoe string strip" of hills 
and farms, was 
extremely 
exacting 


when it came to the consideration of 
the desirability of sections closer at 
hand. 
Since that time the rejected 


districts have had remarkable growth. 
Streets have been opened and improv- 
ed, car lines extended for miles from 
their former terminal points, and in-

Tuesday, August 31, residents of the 
southwestern suburbs will file a pe- 
tition with the Los Angeles City Coun- 


cil, 
signed by about 8000 taxpayers 


and voters of Los Angeles, asking that 
a new annexation election be called. 
Win Long Fight

After Los Angeles had reached out 


as near to the harbor as it could get 
with the "shoe string strip," it was 
necessary to secure state legislation 
before additional steps could be taken 
in the matter of bringing about con- 
solidation elections at San Pedro and 
Wilmington. 
There was strong oppo- 


sition to the consolidation bill when It 


was introduced at the last session of 
the State Legislature at Sacramento 
and the fight continued for nearly two 
months before the consolidatinnists at 
last triumphed. 


But after this victory, the situation 


at San Pedro and Wilmington was 
not encouraging. 
Although it was 


represented, not without reason, that 
a certain railroad (Southern Pacific) 
and other corporation influences were 
allied against the control of the har- 
bor by Los Angeles, public sentiment 
in the harbor towns was also strong- 
ly against the proposition. 
To Encourage Shipping 


When the San Pedro and Wilming- 


ton consolidation elections were called 
the proposed union with Los Angeles 
was looked upon with such disfavor 
that advocates of the plan were de- 
risively 
called 
"dynamiters."

opposition continued up to six weeks 
before the date of the first of the elec- 
tions. 
Then 
there was a sudden 


change in public 
opinion, 
following 


the report of the Los Angeles Con- 
solidation Committee, with the unan- 
imous endorsement of the consolida- 
tion committees from San Pedro and 
Wilmington. In this report the plans 
of Los Angeles for improving of the 
harbor and handling of the harbor 
towns were outlined. It was promised

Fourteen-Year-Old Girl Tires 


of Farm--Braves City 


With $1.50 


MUST PAY IF SHE 


SAN FRANCISCO, Aug. 28.—Tiring of 


the simple life and pining: for the excite- 
ment of the city and the advantages of 
an education in order that she might 
realize her Ideal of culture, Mary Pdross, 
a 
14 -year-old girl, fled from her home 


at Millbrae a week ago, and was fouiid 
n a secluded retreat by Detective Red- 
mond today. 


The girl's parents operate a hay press 


n the little suburban, town and she had 
>een set to work milking cows and tenti- 
ng to other routine pursuits of farm life. 
Time and again she has pleaded with her 
parents to be allowed- to go to school 
and to tako part in the life of a great 
city, but they had frowned on her as- 
Dlratlons, believing that she would do 
better to stay at home with them. 


Last Saturday she ran away, taking 


with her 31.50 in cash and a few belong- 
ngs which she had managed to smuggle 
"rom the house. On her arrlvel here she 
decided to go to Sausallto, where she 
spent the night with friends, and from 
that time on disappeared. Her parents, 
'rantic over her absence, searched for

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Oakland Wants More Nerve. 


"What Oakland needs just now," remarked an 


impatient real estate dealer, "is more nerve, some- 
thing like that which is being displayed by Seattle 
and Los Angeles, neither of which misses a trick 
in the matter of self-improvement. Just think of 
Seattle," he continued, "a younger city than Oak- 
land, with about one-half its population, located 
nearly two hundred miles from the Pacific ocean, 
having an in-tenor back country, with a climate 
not to be compared with that of Oakland, ahead 
of Oakland in enterprise, in public and private 
improvements, in 
commercial 
accommodations 


and in those municipal facilities which go so far 
toward making a city attractive to outsiders and 
encourage in\ ebtincnt of money 
from 
abroad. 


Those 
people of 
both 
Los 
Angeles and of 


Seattle 
have 
faith in their home towns and 


they are forging them ahead. They are sparing 
no expense in making their respective cities up- 
to-date. 
Think of it! 
Seattle has eighty-two 


miles of permanently improved streets against 
Oakland's sixteen miles and a fraction! It is true 
that many miles of its permanently improved 
streets extend into uninhabited territory, whereas 
Oakland'^ permanently paved streets are confined 
practically to a section of its business quarters. 
That shows the Seattle people's faith in their city. 
They are building for the future, not for the pres- 
ent. 
Then, again for every sky-scraper of modern 


type and construction Oakland possesses, Seattle 
has a dozen. Oakland has started to move, but it 
ought to r.iove fa>tcr.

Perhaps there is too much of the best 
business property in Oakland owned by women 
\sho think of nothing but the revenues it returns 
today." 


The latter remark, while possibly in a measure 


is true, it was ungallant to utter, to say the least. 
But it is a noteworthy fact that for a long time 
past important business firms ha\ c been impor- 
tuning 
many of Oakland's business property- 


owners to tear down the two-story, wooden, out- 
of-date structures covering many of the best loca- 
tions in its business quarters and erecting thereon 
eight and ten-story structures of modern earth- 
quake and fire-proof construction which they have 
offered to lease off-hand for long terms at a rental 
which would return a handsome interest on the 
investment, but a lack of nerve has thus far pre- 
vented the acceptance of the tempting offers. 
Oakland has doubled in population and in busi- 
ness in three years, but if its_owners of business 
property had been possessed of the nerve and the 
faith and the enterprise of the people of Seattle 
and of Los Angeles, it would have quadrupled 
both during the same pel iod and be in a position 
now to proclaim itself the leading city of the Pa- 
cific Coast, for which enviable position it posses- 
ses all of the gifts generously bestowed upon it by 
nature to qualify it to occupy. 


It is time to set aside forever all timorous feel- 


ingS_to reach out in dead earnest for the higher 
station in municipal and commercial life which is 
in Oakland's power to grasp. All that is needed 
to accomplish it is faith and nerve—faith in the 
city's unquestioned destiny and the courage to 
hasten it in attaining it. \Ye must forget the past; 
cease living solely for the present, and build, as 
Seattle and Los Angeles are doing, for the future. 


. 
The Solano Courier prints a weird story to the 


effect that Speaker Cannon turned down Con- 
gress-man Knowland in making up the House 
Committees. It alleges that Uncle Joe revenged 
himself on Knowland because the latter sided 
with the President on the tariff bill. That Know- 


- land supported the President's views is quite true, 


but that the Speaker took offense thereat and 
revenged himself on Knowland is a ridiculous in- 
vention. Mr. Knowland is on the best of terms 
with the Speaker, and was given the committee 
assignment he 
particularly 
desired, namely, a 


place on the Interstate Commerce Committee, the 
most important committee of the House next to 
that on appropriations now that the tariff bill is 
out of the way. He could have had a place on the 
Naval Committee had he so desired, but he de- 
clined to give up a place of higher rank on a bet- 
ter committee to get it. However, Knowland is 
in entire accord with Congressman Englebright, 
the California member of the Xaval Committee, 
and hence is in a position to serve Mare Island 
practically as well as if he had a place on the com- 
mittee. As a matter of fact, all the California Con- 
gressmen fared well in the committee assign- 
ments, liven Hayes, who figured as one of the 
Insurgents, kept his place on the Banking and 
Currency Committee. It is absurd to suppose the 


'• Speaker would punish Knowland and not Hayes. 


He punished neither, and is exceedingly friendly 
toward the Congressman from the Third District. 


Laudation of the work of the Fish and Game 


Commission cannot obviate the wisdom and pro- 
priety of a regular accounting at stated intervals 
of the receipts and expenditures of the conimis- 
•sion. All other expenditures of public money are 
duly audited, and there is no good reason why an 
exception should be made in the case of the Fish 
and Game Commission. Xor has any good reason 
been advanced why an exemption should be made 
in their case. It is no answer to the demand for 
a proper accounting to say that the commission is 
composed of honorable and trustworthy men who 
are rendering without compensation a valuable 
public service. The same thing could have been 
said of the Board of University Regents, but a 
clerk of that body managed to steal nearly $60,- 
000 of trust funds and squander the same on wine, 


women and race track gamiblers. All public ex- 
penditures should be vigilantly scrutinized for the 
protection of honest officials as much as for the 
safeguarding of public funds. In private business 
this is required. Why objection to it should be 
made in the case of the Fish and Game Commis- 
sion is not apparent. 


Heroes of Peace. 


"Peace hath its heroes as well as war" has 


been again exemplified in the heroic conduct of 
George E. Eccles, the wireless operator of the 
.steamship Ohio which foundered in Alaskan wa- 
ters after striking on; what was Apparently an un- 
charted rock. Eccles not only stood bravely at 
his instrument summoning aid while the ill-fated 
vessel was rapidly sinking; but when the welcome 
response came out of the sea that relief ships were 
hastening under a full head of steam, he directed 
their course so that they were able to locate the 
scene of the wreck and pick up the boats adrift 
loaded with the ship's passengers and crew, and 
after this had been accomplished risked his life in 
a vain attempt to rescue a missing soldier, only to 
lose it as he sprang overboard by striking on his 
head on a floating timber, crushing his skull and 
sinking to rise no more. In the effort to save the 
missing soldier Eccles was assisted by another 
hero, Purser F. J. Stephens, who also gave up his 
life by being caught between the decks and going 
clow n with the ship. 


Such men arc as worthy of imperishable mon- 


uments being erected to commemorate their hero- 
ism as any warrior who has distinguished" himself 
through heroic deeds performed on the field of 
battle. 


The heroism displayed by Wireless Operator 


"Jack" Bmns of the luckless Atlantic liner Repub- 
lic in standing at his post as she was slowly 
sinking 
after 
being run down 
by a lumber 


schooner off the Newfoundland banks, to sweep 
the sea with his wireless call for help, sinks into 
insignificance compared with that of Operator Ec- 
cles. In the case of the wreck of the Republic 
there was ample time and opportunity afforded to 
do what Binns accomplished, as the stricken ship 
was sinking slowly, whereas the Ohio went to her 
doom swiftly. Nevertheless, the accounts received 
of the wreck indicates that Eccles and Purser 
Stephens might have both saved their lives easily 
if they had not been prompted by the humane im- 
pulse of attempting to save the life of another. 
Such heroic deeds as these two men performed 
are truly worthy of being engraven on tablets of 
gold as well as of stone in the records of history. 


Reslsfant Vine Experiments. 


According to a Washington correspondent, 


George C. Husmann, the viticultural expert of the 
Agricultural Department, has prepared a bulletin 
which is soon to be published by the department 
on the experiments that have been made with 
different varieties of resistant vine stock at the 
eleven experimental stations established in this 
State and conducted under the auspices of the de- 
partment. 
Doubtless, viticulturists will welcome 


the appearance of the bulletin heartily, as it will 
contain information of the greatest value to them 
for 
the 
better protection of their properties 


against the ravages of the phylloxera or vine-root 
louse, for Professor Husmann has long been 
acknowledged to be one of the foremost of the 
world's living viticultural experts, and while he is 
not the discoverer of the resistant qualities of the 
American wild vines or of the native wild vine of 
California, the latter being due to Charles A. Wet- 
more, who for years held the office of Chief Viti- 
cultural officer in this State, he has devoted much 
of his life to this protective branch of the indus- 
try. 
Special interest centers in Professor Hus- 


mann's experiments also because he is an old- 
time California viticulturist, his expert knowledge 
ha\ ing attracted the attention of the late James 
W. Simonton, one of the proprietors of the Bulle- 
tin when it was a leading and reputable newspa- 
per, and organizer and general manager of the As- 
sociated Press, who induced Husmann to move to 
California and take charge of his Napa county 
\ineyard. It was about that time that the French 
vineyards 
were desolated by the inroads of the 


phylloxera and were only saved from total de- 
struction by the timely discovery of the resistant 
qualities of the stock of the American wild vines. 
Thus, Professor Husmann has been closely identi- 
fied for over a quarter of a century with the meth- 
ods adapted to grape-growing 
industry against 


the ravages of the bearing vine's most insidious 
and dangerous foe, the phylloxera. His faith in 
California viticulture is expressed in the opinion 
he entertains that it is destined to become a 
leader of the world in the growing of grapes and 
the manufacture of choice and delicious wines. 


The experiments made by the Agricultural 


Department at the California experimental sta- 
tions embrace about 900 different varieties of re- 
sistant stock. Many of these have special merit in 
special soils, and the problem which the depart- 
ment is endeavoring to solve at the experimental 
stations is the classification and adaptation of the 
best of these many varieties to the peculiarities 
of soil in the various wine-growing districts of 
California. The great importance of the work 
undertaken by the department will probably com- 
mend itself to every one interested' in the indus- 
try of grape-growing, and the results obtained 
and explained and illustrated in Professor Hus- 
mann's forthcoming bulletin will be grazed ac- 
cordingly bjr them.
